In Full Swing. 


ADDRKHSES AT THE (HIKC’HEH

Our readers will remember that 
Re?. Howard Russell, Rev. 
Harry 
White and Layman Callender, all 
leading workers in the cause of the 
Antl-salnon league of the state of 
Ohio, were In our city a few weeks 
since and made addresses in a number 
of East Llverp tw» ! churches, at the 
same time raising money for the p rose­ 
cution of the work all along the line. 
They succeeded In raising quite a snug 
sum, and also in awakening the tem­ 
p erance element In a marked degree. 
There were p rop hets In our midst who 
p rop hesied th a t the movement was 
simp ly such a sp asmodic one as has 
p receded It In this vicinity In years 
gone bv, and th a t nothing further 
would be done In this citv for some 
time to come. 
And that Is lust where 
the sisithsavers were at fault, as the 
p resent antt-saloon movement, born 
Into existence at Oberlln, Ohio, some 
two years ago, seems to have been 
builded on a much stauncher p latform 
than those erected In days gonebv: 
seems to have been bullded on the 
solid rock, and to have p laced, as Its 
corner stone, the cause of common 
humanity and p rotection to the home 
circle and fireside. 
Reverend Brant addressed two large 
congregations In this city vesterdav, 
sp eaking at the First l*reshyterian 
church In the morning and at the 
J'lrst Methodist Ep iscop al church lii 
the evening, and his addresses were 
listened 
to with close attentio n. 
He Is a p leasing, earnest sp eaker, and 
he goes about his subject m atter as If 
he has It centered as the urgent de­ 
sire of his heart, and this conviction 
is carried home to the minds and 
hearts of his hearers 
He p laced 
great stress on the fact th a t the p res­ 
ent movement Is non-sectarian and 
non-p artisan; th a t the right minded 
and right thinking Democrat can step 
Into the voting iKXith, with none dar­ 
ing to molest him or make him afraid, 
and vote against the liquor trafflc or 
op en saloons in his county, township , 
ward or p recinct, and a t the same 
time vote for the candidates on his 
p arty ticket, and the Rep ublican, Pro­ 
hibitionist and Pop ulist can do the 
same thing; the only one to suffer loss 
or defeat being the liquor dealer, 
saloon keep er or barkeep er. 
He sp oke 
In glowing terms of the Haskell bill, 
and of the p ossibility of Its p assage at 
the coming session of the legislature, 
and urged th a t committees be ap ­ 
p ointed here, as they have been else­ 
where. to see th a t our legislators vote 
right on this hill. He gave earnest 
p raise for the clergy of the Eloman 
Catholic church for the advanced p osi­ 
tion they have taken In favor of the 
Anti-Saloon league, and stated th a t 
p rominent leaders of th a t church 
would be In attendance at Columbus 
when the Haskell bill was under con­ 
sideration. to work with all their 
might and p ower for Its p assage. 
•nie sp eaker dep recated the factions 
and cliques which have held sway In 
temp erance circles in the p ast, when 
good men and g(K)d women were ar- 
raved one against the other, while the 
well organized liquor dealers, a unit 
for the accomp lishment of their awful 
work, laughed In their sleeves a t the 
futile efforts of the temp erance advo­ 
cates. 
He further urged th at existing laws 
should be enforced In East Liverp ool, 
and that those who transgressed the 
law should suffer the p enalty, asserb 
ing that In a t least two saloons In this 
city yesterday (Sunday), he had noticed 
the shadows of men against the win­ 
dows, dem onstrating the fact that 
the law was being broken in those 
saloons, as the Dow law distinctly 
states th at they must be closed for 
the Sabbath and remain closed, and 
th at the statem ent that men must he 
seen drinking therein on Sunday, be­ 
fore the saloon keep ers can be found 
guilty, is all a fallacy. 
Reverend Brant cited the case of 
the Deautlful city of 
Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, where, nine tim es In 
succession, the saloons have been 
voted out, and where law and order 
exist and boodlers are unknown, and 
where the youth of the land are 
educated to a full ap p reciation of the 
highest and truest clasn of genuine 
American citizenship . 
Emp hasizing the Idea th a t 
our 
legislators should be men of the right 
caliber, men who would dare do their 


j full duty, fearless of c« )ns€ quences, 
I and th a t they should be watched and 
l^p held by their constituents, the 
sp eaker cited an Instance which oc­ 
curred In Arkansas, where a hitter 
fight was on In the legislature be­ 
tween the antt-saloon and 
liquor 
forces, and where one of the legis­ 
lators, just wedded 
a charming 
young wife, was on legislative dutv 
for his constituents. The fight ttnallv 
narrowed down to a p » » lnt where a 
single vote settled the question, and 
the young husband held the balance 
of p ower. The bride, a true and noble 
voung woman, never left her hu.s 
band's side for a moment, hut p leaded 
with him, by the memory of everv- 
thing he held sacred, and by the love 
he bore her, to vote for the cause of 
right and truth, and her p leading 
finally wan the day and Arkansas was 
redeemed to the temp erance cause. 
Tlien came an eloquent p lea from 
the Up s of the sp eaker for the cause 
he rep resents, stating th at not onlv 
do tem p erate and to tal abstinence 
men advocate It, but many drinkers of 
intoxicating liquors wish It God sp eed; 
furnish money to aid it. asuierting that 
they feel and know their danger.wlth 
the op en saloon and p athway of evil 
Constantly liefere them, and they wish 
the awful tem p tation removed from 
their p athway. 
The subscrip tions taken 
ut ttie 
First Presbyterian church 
In 
the 
morning,for the aid of the anti-saloon 
movement,were quite liberal. 
Rever­ 
end Brant exp resses himself as highly 
p leased at the recep tion and good 
treatm ent accorded him In East Llv- 
erp(M>l.

There was good vocal music and 
good addresses at the nKiins Sunday 
afternoon. The quartet of the asso­ 
ciation Is winning p ublic favor rap ­ 
idly, and deserves It. as the mem hers 
render selections in a manner which 
adds much to the p leasure of the 
meetings, and the music evoked Is a 
strong feature in bringing young men 
to the rooms, where they cannot but 
be benefited by their Christian sur­ 
roundings. 
Reverend Brant, of the Antl-Saloon 
league, p reached In the First Presby­ 
terian church in the morning, and ad­ 
dressed the Young Men’s Christian as- 
siiciation audience In the afternoon.

A rep resentative t» f the Naws Ra- 
viKw Interviewed Solicitor Clark In 
regard to the question of whether the 
city Is entitled to be p laced under 
the jurisdiction of a p tiUce court or 
not. The (etlicltor said. ’•The law p ro­ 
vides th a t cities having more than 
ten thousand and Iwts than twenty 
thousand Inhabitants are cities of the 
second class. Hilrd grade, according to 
the act of 1HU4, 
w itho ut requiring 
any Detltlon tndng drawn up , as was 
required under the old law; but the 
p op ulatiou must, be ascertained by the 
next p receding bideral census 
Our 
p op ulation shows th a t we have the 
reijulred numl>er. Therefore we lie- 
caine acltv of the second class, third 
grade. Immediately after 
the last 
'ederal census was taken. The law 
p rior to the act of li'lG p rovided the 
same isip ulatlon and classified the 
same in regard to grade, excep t where 
cities were organized by sp ecial act of 
legislature 
Under th a t law It was 
necessary to p rep are a p i'tltlon signed 
by 2<K) freeholders and p resent the 
same to council, and th a t body ordered 
an election for the p ublic to decide 
for or against this form of govern­ 
ment. T hat law has never liecn re­ 
p ealed or amended 
It seems th a t a 
recent act of the legislature has done 
away with this law; therefore we are 
not required to p etition council to 
siihmlt tlie question to the p eop le 
whether we shall or shall not have a 
p olice court. 
The new law created was p romp ted 
bv a desire on the p art of the cltv of 
Aslitabula to lie advanced to a city 
of the second class and third grade, 
without having the required p op ula­ 
tion. The sp i cial act th a t created 
Ashtabula a city of the second class 
ami third grade was decided to be un- 
co nslitutlo nil, owing to the fact th a t 
It was not f» f a general nature; there­ 
fore the legislature p assed the general 
act,which advanced cities of a p op ula­ 
tion exceeding lu.OOO and not more 
than ::W.(ioo. at the last federal census, 
to the rank of second class and third 
grade and p laced Ashtabula In this 
class'and grade. In the organization 
of a p olice court In cities of the second 
class, third grade, no amendment« or 
sup p lenientory sections were p assed 
directing the formation of the court 
But It does define how the p olice court 
of Ashtabula shall be organized, and 
In th a t court the p olice judge shall be 
exofflclo clerk. Council may p rovide, 
if they wish, a dep uty clerk, and « ub- 
scrllie such comp ensation as they deem 
p roi>er and necessary as salary, which 
shall always lie under their lurladlc- 
lioti, while, under the general act, the 
law Itself directs the organization of 
the couft and creates the officials^ 
whose duties it is to conduct the p ro­ 
ceedings thereof 
The court « hall he 
comp <tsed of a p olice Judge, a clerk 
and a p rosecuting attorney, whose 
salaries shall he determined up on and 
fixed by council.” 
••Dfj you think th a t any sp ecial ad­ 
vantage would he ga'ned by Institut­ 
ing a p olice court In this community?” 
asked the rep orter. 
“ No, I can't say th a t 1 see th a t any 
sp ecial advantage would be derived 
from the creation of a court of th a t 
descrip tion^lere. The jurisdiction of 
the cltv would be Increased, and It 
m ight p rove advantageous to the gen­ 
eral p ublic, If the officials In charge 
were men th a t p ossessed good, sound 
judgment ,and were thoroughly con­ 
versant with their duties.” 
"Do cities advance after having 
been p laced In this class?” again quer 
led the rep orter. 
"As a rule they do,” rep lied the so­ 
licitor, "and th a t fact is an evidence 
th a t some advantage Is to be derived 
in the advancement to ibis classifica­ 
tion, or else the change would not be 
effected." 
"Is the law not mandatory?” 
"In my judgment it is, and If the 
p eop le asked for the advancement 
their request would 
have to 
be 
granted, although I do hot know of 
any p enalty th a t would be Imp osed for 
failure to do so. The law is manda­ 
tory and not discretionary, although I 
don't think th a t any legal obligatioo 
would be disturbed bv a failure to ad­ 
vance to the new classification.” 
"W hat, theo, would be the advao- 
tage of having a p olice court?” was 
asked. 
"W hen p rop erly considered, the ad­ 
vantages would be great; the court’s 


cases w ithin four mill's of the city's 
limits 
This would avoid a great deal 
of annoyance to the court of common 
p leas and save the exp ense and In­ 
convenience th a t p eop le are subjected 
! to In making trip s to and from the 
county seat. This ruling would be 
In line with the grand juries for years; 
and l)6sldes the court would have 
final jurisdictio n over all offences 
committed under violations of city 
ordinance, and council would have 
p ower to em p anel a jury for those en 
titled to th e same and the same 
jurisdiction as magistrates and ex 
amining courts have In p reliminary 
trials and felony ca.ses.” 
"Would no t the exp ense connected 
with the m aintenance of this court lie 
greater than the maintenance of the 
p resent form of cltv government?” 
"Y'es, I think the exp ense of main 
talning the p olice court would be 
greater, 
but the revenue derived 
under the new classification would 
more than exceed the additional ex- 
p en.se Incurred In the sup p ort of the 
new government. 
Cases would he 
tried here th a t otherwls« * would b* 
tried a t the countv seat, and this 
would assist greatly In swelling the 
treasury of the city.” 
The solicitor also stated th a t he 
was not p ersonally Interested In the 
contemp lated change, hut tn'lleves 
th at It would be for the welfare of the 
general p ublic to have such a court 
Instituted here, and consequently he 
says: 
"I 
am 
In 
favor 
of 
the 
p rop osition. 1 
think th a t money 
used 
for 
the 
p ublic 
welfare 
Is always money well sp ent, hut p ri­ 
vate schemes and exp imdltures for 
local advantage are not always p racti­ 
cal. The observance of law and the 
maintenance of good order are essen­ 
tial features to the p ublic gcxMl, and I 
think a p olice co urt would aid mater- 
ialiy in p romoting the same.”

W hite aud Layman Callender, all 
leading workers In the cause of the 
A nti-saloon league of the sta te of 
Ohio, were in our city a few weeks 
since and made addresses in a num ber 
of E ast Liverpool churches, at the 
same tim e raising monev for the prose­ 
cution of th e work all along the line. 
They succeeded In raising quite a snug 
sum, and also in aw akening th e tem ­ 
perance elem ent In a marked degree. 
There were prophets in our m idst who 
prophesied th a t the m ovem ent was 
simply such a spasmodic one as has 
preceded It in this vicinity In years 
gone bv, and th a t nothing fu rth er 
would be done in th is city for some 
tim e to come. 
And th a t Is lust where 
the soothsayers were a t fault, as th e 
present an tisalo o n movement, born 
Into existence a t Oberlin, Ohio, some 
two years ago, seems to have been 
builded on a much stauncher platform 
than those erected In days gone bv: 
seems to have been builded on th e 
solid rock, and to have placed, as its 
corner stone, th e cause of common 
hum anity and protection to the home 
circle and fireside. 
Reverend B rant addressed two large 
congregations in this city yesterday, 
speaking a t th e F irst Presbyterian 
church in the morning and a t th e 
^•'irst M ethodist Episcopal church in 
the evening, and his addresses were 
listened 
to w ith close atten tio n . 
B e is a pleasing, earnest speaker, and 
be goes about his subject m atter as if 
he has it centered as the urgent de­ 
sire of his heart, and th is conviction 
is carried home to the m inds and 
hearts of his hearers. 
Fie 
placed 
great stress on the fact th a t the pres­ 
en t m ovem ent is non-sectarian and 
non-partisan; th a t the rig h t minded 
and rig h t thinking Democrat can step 
into the voting booth, w ith none d ar­ 
ing to m olest him or make him afraid, 
and vote against the liquor traffic or 
open saloons in his county, tow nship, 
ward or precinct, and a t th e sam e 
tim e vote for the candidates on his 
party ticket, and the Republican, Pro­ 
hibitionist and Populist can do the 
same thing; th e only one to suffer loss 
or defeat being the liquor dealer, 
saloon keeper or barkeeper. 
He spoke 
in glowing term s of the H askell bill, 
and of the possibility of its passage a t 
the coming session of the legislature, 
and urged th a t com m ittees be ap­ 
pointed here, as they have been else­ 
where, to see th a t our legislators vote 
right on this bill. 
He gave earnest 
praise for th e clergy of th e Roman 
Catholic church for the advanced posi­ 
tion they have taken In favor of the 
Anti-Saloon league, and stated th a t 
prom inent leaders of th a t church 


w o u l d be in attendance a t Columbus 
when th e Haskell bill was under con­ 
sideration. 
to work with all th eir 
m ight and power for its passage. 
Tile speaker deprecated the factions 
and cliques which have held sway in 
tem perance circles in the past, when 
good men and good women were ar­ 
rayed one against the other, while th e 
well organized liquor dealers, a u n it 
for the accom plishm ent of th eir awful 
work, laughed in their sleeves a t the 
futile efforts of the tem perance advo­ 
cates. 
He fu rth er urged th a t existing laws 
should be enforced In E ast Liverpool, 
and th a t those who transgressed the 
law should suffer the penalty, assert­ 
ing th a t In a t least two saloons in th is 
city yesterday (Sunday), he had noticed 
the shadows of men against the w in­ 
dows, dem onstrating the fact th a t 
the law was being broken in those 
saloons, as the Dow law distinctly 
states th a t they m ust be closed for 
the Sabbath and rem ain closed, and 
th a t the statem en t th a t men m ust be 
seen drinking therein on Sunday, be­ 
fore the saloon keepers can be found 
guilty, is all a fallacy. 
Reverend Brant cited the case of 
the beautiful cit? of 
Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, where, nine times in 
succession, the saloons have been 
voted out, and where law and order 
exist and boodlers are unknown, and 
where the youth of th® land are 
educated to a full appreciation of the 
highest and truest clasn of genuine 
American citizenship. 
Emphasizing the idea th a t 
our 
legislators should be men of the right 
caliber, men who would dare do th eir 


full duty, fearless of consequences, 
and th a t they should he w atched and 
upheld 
by 
th eir constituents, 
tile 
speaker cited an Instance which oc­ 
curred in A rkansas, where a b itte r 
fight was on In th e legislature be­ 
tween th e anti-saloon 
and 
liquor 
forces, and where one of th e legis­ 
lators, ju st wedded to a charm ing 
young wife, was on legislative duty 
for his constituents. T he fight finally 
narrowed down to a point w here a 
single vote settled th e question, and 
the young husband held th e balance 
of power. T h e bride, a t rue and noble 
young woman, never left her hus­ 
band's side for a m om ent, h u t pleaded 
w ith him, by th e memory of every­ 
thing he held sacred, and by th e love 
he bore her, to vote for the cause of 
right and tru th , and her pleading 
finally won th e day and A rkansas was 
redeemed to th e tem perance cause. 
Then cam e an eloquent plea from 
the lips of th e speaker for th e cause 
he represents, statin g th a t not only 
do tem perate and to tal abstinence 
men advocate it, b u t many d rinkers of 
Intoxicating liquors wish it God speed: 
furnish money to ald It, asserting th at 
they feel and know th eir danger,w ith 
the open saloon and pathw ay of evil 
constantly before them , and they wish 
the awful tem ptation removed from 
th eir pathw ay. 
T he subscriptions taken 
a t the 
First Presbyterian church 
In 
the 
m orning,for th e ald of the anti-saloon 
m ovem ent,were q u ite liberal. Bever 
end B rant expresses him self as highly 
pleased at th e reception and good 
treatm en t accorded him In E ast Liv­ 
erpool.

A representative of th e H ew s R e­ 


v i e w Interview ed Solicitor Clark in 
regard to th e question of w hether the 
city is en titled to be placed under 
the jurisdiction of a police co u rt or 
not. Tile solicitor said: “T he law pro­ 
vides th a t cities having m ore th an 
ten thousand and less titan tw enty 
thousand in h ab itan ts are cities of th e 
second class, til I rd grade, according to 
the act of 1894. 
w ithout requiring 
any petition befog draw n up, as was 
required under th e old law; b u t th e 
population m ust be ascertained by th e 
next preceding federal census. 
O ur 
population shows th a t we have th e 
required number. Therefore we be­ 
came a city of tho second class, th ird 
grade, Im m ediately after 
th e last 
federal census was taken. 
T he law 
prior to th e ac t of 1894 provided th e 
same population and classified th e 
same in regard to grade, except where 
cities were organized by special ac t of 
legislature. 
U nder th a t law It was 
necessary to prepare a petition signed 
by IOO freeholders and present th e 
same to council, and th a t body ordered 
an election for tile public to decide 
for or against this form of govern 
m ent. 
T h a t law has never been re 
pealed or am ended. 
It seems th a t a 
recent act of th e legislature has done 
away with tills law; therefore we are 
not required to petition council to 
subm it the question to the people 
w hether we shall or shall not have a 
police court. 
The new law created was prom pted 
bv a desire on th e p art of th e city of 
A shtabula to he advanced to a city 
of the second class and th ird grade, 
w ithout having th e required popula­ 
tion. 
T he special act th a t created 
A shtabula a city of the second class 
and third grade was decided to lie u n ­ 
constitutional, owing to th e fact th a t 
It was not of a general nature; th ere­ 
fore the legislature passed th e general 
act,w hich advanced cities of a popula 
Hon exceeding 10,000 and not more 
than 20,000, a t th e last federal census. 
Pi the rank of second class and th ird 
grade and placed A shtabula in th is 
class'and grade. 
In th e organization 
of a police court in cities of th e second 
class, third grade, no am endm ents or 
supplem entary sections were passed 
directing th*; form ation of the court 
But it does define how tile police court 
of A shtabula shall be organized, and 
In th a t court th e police judge shall be 
exofflclo clerk. 
Council may provide, 
lf they wisn. a deputy clerk, and sub­ 
scribe such com pensation as they deem 
proper and necessary as salary, which 
shall always he under th eir jurisdic­ 
tion, while, under th e general act, th e 
law itself directs th e organization of 
the court and creates th e officials,, 
whose duties It is to conduct th e pro­ 
ceedings thereof. 
T h e court shall he 
composed of a police judge, a clerk 
and a prosecuting attorney, whose 
salaries shall he determ ined upon and 
fixed by council.” 
Do you th in k th a t any special ad ­ 
vantage would he ga'ned bv in s titu t­ 
ing a police court In th is com m unity?” 
asked th e reporter. 
‘No, I can’t say th a t I see th a t any 
special advantage would be derived 
from th e creation of a court of th a t 
description here. 
T he jurisdiction of 
the cliv would be increased, and it 
m ight prove advantageous to th e gen­ 
eral public, lf the officials In charge 
were men th a t possessed good, sound 
judgm ent .and were thoroughly con­ 
versant w ith th e ir d u ties.” 
Do cities advance after having 
been placed in this class?” again q u er­ 
ied the reporter. 
As a rule they do,” replied th e so­ 
licitor, "and th a t fact is an evidence 
th a t some advantage is to be derived 
in the advancem ent to this classifica­ 
tion. or else th e change would not be 
effected.” 
Is th e law not m andatory?” 
In my judgm ent It Is, and lf th e 
people asked for th e advancem ent 
their 
request 
would 
have 
to 
be 
granted, although I do not know of 
any penalty th a t would be imposed for 
failure to do so. 
T he law is m anda­ 
tory and not discretionary, although I 
don't th in k th a t any legal obligation 
would he disturbed bv a failure to ad­ 
vance to th e new classification.” 
“ W hat, then, would be th e advan­ 
tage of having a police court?” was 
asked. 
“ When properly considered, th e ad­ 
vantages would be great; th e co u rt’s 


cases w ithin four miles of th e city's 
lim its 
T his would avoid a great deal 
of annoyance to th e court of common 
pleas and save tile expense and In­ 
convenience th a t people are subjected 
to In m aking trips to and from the 
county seat. T his ruling would be 
In line w ith the grand juries for years; 
aud beside* th e court would hay 
final 
Jurisdiction over all offences 
com m itted under violations of cit? 
ordinance, and council would have 
power 
em panel a Jury for those en 
titled to th e sam e and 
the sam e 
Jurisdiction as m agistrates and ex 
am inlng courts have In prelim inary 
trials and felony cases.” 
"W ould not th e expense connected 
with th e m aintenance of th is co u rt bf 
greater th an the m aintenance of t he 
present form of city governm ent?" 
“ W a, I th in k th e expense of m ain 
trin in g th e police court would be 
greater, 
b u t th e revenue derived 
under th e new classification would 
more th an exceed th e additional ex 
pense Incurred In th e support of the 
new governm ent. 
Oases would 
he 
tried here th a t otherw ise would bt 
tried a t th e county seat, and th is 
would assist greatly In sw elling th e 
treasury of the city." 
T he solicitor also stated th a t he 
was not personally interested in th e 
contem plated change, 
b u t believes 
th a t it would be for the welfare of tin 
general public to have such a court 
Instituted here, and consequently he 
says:

of

proposition. I 
th in k 
th a t 
money 
used 
for 
th e 
public 
w elfare 
Is always money well spent, b u t pri 
vale schem es and expenditures for 
local advantage are not always p racti­ 
cal. 
T he observance of law and the 
m aintenance of good order are essen­ 
tial features to th e public good, and I 
think a police court would aid m ater 
tall? In prom oting th e sam e.”

An ordinary iceberg shows one-ninth of 
its bulk above water. 
During the pres­ 
ent season a number of these masses of 
ice—-at least IOO feet high—have been 
encountered by steamships. It is scarcely 
possible to imagine an iceberg with 900 
feet of its bulk below water. 
One cap­ 
tain reports having seen an enormous 
field of ioe at least 800 feet high and 
8,000 feet long. 
It had evidently but 
just turned over, as the upper portion 
was full of sharp angles and points, and 
the water was trickling down its side. 
One of the greatest dangers from ice­ 
bergs is being in their vicinity when 
they turn over. 
The sea currents wash 
and melt them into all sorts of fantastic 
figures aud points. They melt below so 
much more rapidly than above that the 
center of gravity becomes disturbed, aud 
they turn with tremendous force. Some­ 
times the disturbance is almost equal to 
a tidal ware and is sufficient to upset 
any small craft that may be in its way.
